You *jay get 
more meaningful assurance that way, he also lias from ^rag's sister the pertinent pages of 
Meagher' will, 'fhey give all rights to u reg and all discretion, wliich Hoger has avoided 
mentioning, liven though he told me that he’d read the will he did not draw up. 

After the one reading during which X highlighted what I’ll address I got the clear 
impression that this letter will be damaging if not ruinous to any effort ^oger may 
make in court, ^his is one of the reasons I wrote you, I think, saying that in confidence 
i believe that both Jerry and Charles Kuhn, the really fine person who is the librarian, 
should read it, I think there is np risk at all in letting Jerry read"MTit and when he 
is here * 11 show it to him, x won^t with Charles ulesn you agree, x hope you do, with 
the understanding that until you say more it is strictly confidential, I think that as X 
complete comment the need and the usefulness will become apparent. 

% way of general comment, this is infamous, dishonest and false and the only reason 
x am not angry after reading it is because I am more than ever convinced that J K)ger is 
not rational about this now, whatever the reason. ^ has flipped. I've known him too long 
and too weil to think otherwise. I’ve known Mm only as a fine and an honest person. I’ve 
not known him to Xie about anything or to shade meoinjigs or to mi are present or distort or 
seek to mislead or malign. <ts in tnis Its -ter he does. Fhere also is thv fact that tids 
represents so abrupt a change in his attitude toward me. I’his apparent from our corres- 
pondence, I his radical change seems to coniclde with what x believe happened, ho learned 
through Yk uicoff §£ the relevant provisions of dreg’s will and could not handle it. 

He begins by attributing to mo a "solf-se ving, impressionistic an^ terribly dis- 
torted effort" to "establish a record on this same subject, " the reference to "some" not 
being clear but dasher to ^tone’s death or Meagher's "materials." Whatever he moons it is 
false and while wliat I’ve written and Bold over the years would not be easily retrieved, 
copies being filed under a variety of correspondent's names, before and after Meagher f s 
death what I’ve said and believed has not changed. He may be referring to our correspon- 
dence but in that I have been only consistent and explicit. 

I kno^ of no_bg&is, not matter how anything may be distrorted, to justify what he 
says next garaf, I 11 ! am personally dismayed by iir* Vieisberg's imputati n g to Mrs. 

^eagher a desire to financially benefit mo. 11 I'll resume without^mjStes^aitting n aything 
in quoting, but I say first that 1 never had auy^fe such thing In midd, had no basis for 
even dreaming of it, and certainly never said any thing of any kind of her wanting to 

benefit him financially, "...which is an untruth horn out of his extreme fantasies about 

her dealings with younger men." I note that he now does admit discussing that within "a 
very small circle." X think he later says something like jrhis in a sexual sense, a lie. 

From the first, when I sought to understand some of the bad judgements Sylvia made, 
beginning with Epstein, about whose book she raved to me before it was published, I wonder- 
ed why ho^ excellent judgement failed her in her evaluations of younger men. Doing alohg 
with this is th^ fact that so long after her husband’s death she wore, to my know ledge, 
only Wack, And the fact that X never knew her to have any woman-man relationship with any 
man, of any age. had once discussed with me when x visited her at her apartment when 
X was in Hew York, probably circa 1966, how long it took Meagher to ask her to marry him 
and that he did not live long Ms after marriage. I think she said hr was an alcoholic 

and I am pretty clear dn her representing t]int he was the only man in the world for her 

and that is why she waited so long, i'his is consistent with my never having seen her in 
anything but black, including in her own apartment, and with her never having even suggested 
that any other roan interested her even as an occasional date. I do not remember her ever 
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mentioning ever having a date with any man other than her husband. I Jhereflore presumed 
that she never had any such interest in any other man and never would. This of course 
includes younger men. There never was any hint or any basis for believing it existed without 
rny haying any knowledge of it, I certainly never suggested, by even the most remote an un- 
real interpretation, yhut her interest in younger men was in any way sexual and I was al- 
ways, Ijb certain, expfclxit in attributing this to the fact that she never had children. 

here a^so is the fact that I knew net a single young woman who was a critic and I do not 
remember her even montionion that she knew a" young woman critics. 

St is not at all unusual for older people to have much interest in and devote much 
time to younger people and when - was young 1 was the #Sificiary of this, from both men 
and women. When I was quite. young and UJ had borrwed me from the Senate when we were in 
London, ny for the aloofly rtrlan prosecution a former lieutentant of West Virginia who 
then was mine-workers counsel for that area, C* Townsend, had such an interest in me. 

.or just about all the time X was there I'd meet him quite early an the morning at hid 
hotel and we 4 walk in those mountains for about three hours. He talked, I listened, and 
I think x let^med much from his experiences and his wisdom. Vlhener he was in Washington, 
although he was old enough to he isy grandfather* he always went up to the Senate Uffice 
uildirig ttlien one) to visit me. for that matter, did the clerk of that court. And X 

was broken into my editing job by an older woman, -ook at the time I've taken, some of wliich 
you are aware of, with younger people, mostly men but including quite a few young women, 
as recently as this week, j±t » a student from Mount at. Miry's, not far away, who will 
return, and countless ^ood students. My God! what really filth mind to so distort 

toe not at all abnormal taking of time to help younger people by older people! Just take 
the time -nil and I took with doff nan, who spent much of his summers hern" beginning when he 
was in high school and continuing into law school and to a degree the several years he 
clerked for an appeals-court judge. Mil even taught him to cook and bake, and, of course, 
because we had no children, I can appreciate tliut this can make one more inclined to be 
helpful to others. I doubt very much if Sylvia devoted as much of her time to younger 
people as I have and there is absolutely nothing sexual tliat can rationally be inferred. 

What he says h are and later on this is filthy, evil , knowingly false. It is vile. 

•41 the second graf he says, with Nothing to support it and nothing can, "whoever may 
examine them( her materials) must do so with the awar.iness that WodLsberg shar es Stone's 
responsibility tor the latter's failure to perform curtain undertaking to her," verbal and 
in her will. Them is no basis for this at all. There was nothing I could oat did to to 
get him to do or not to do anything about her papers. That I arranged for their temporary r eif) 
storage at Hood is not relevant to Ilia allegation (although it did secure them and save tes—1^ 
from the sura she left him, 5,5,000, from the oo3t of commercial storage) and I never even 
suggested that he not do whatove^ Sylvia had asked him to do for all the time he did not 
it* Tlie only change of ^&y kici in this was the last time he phoned me before Greg 
killed himself and obvious 'that 'had nothing to do with what prior to them he had not done. 

He then wa3 disheartened about facing going over her materials and I suggested that he get 
koger t’einaan to do it for him. This is the exact opposite of the totten allegation Roger 
heee makes. It was the one way of which i knew in wliioh there was any prospuct of what 
she wanted getting done and I immediately wrote “eger about it. Greg made it quite clear 
that he did not want to do anything about Gylvia's records, the real reason he hadn’t. I 
was aware of his record of not doing anything, of his unkept promises to do it, of the f^act 
that hood had extended free storage for only six months, that he had spent as much as 
three weeks in t J.exandria without going to J k>od for even a eecond, and that it had become 
oppressive to him. I knew of Roger's interest in the records and that he had subject-matter 
knowledge ^reg did not have or even w;snt to have.kt the time of our last phone conversation, 
whefl this oppression and frustration were obvious, I suggested two things to “reg: one 
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possible relevant period la the few weeks before he killed himself, hut even that time X 
made the only possible effort to have Sylvia’s wishes met, by suggesting to fireg tiiat he 
aak Weinman to do it instead. 


The lat sentence in this graf also suggests that I have a responsibility for Grtig's 
suicide. But the grim fact is that the natters Roger says Greg ^ulled^msE" while hurtling 
to his own self-destruction" were directly attributable to Efrlvla and nobody else. She jiarC 
forced the unwelcome obligation on Stone, nobody else. 

Paul heMat told me that u reg* s Los *oigeles friends had been trying to gersuade him 
to return to his doctorate and ^oger himself criticised Allard Lowenstein for, in jtoger's 
words, not seeing to it that the many students who helped him so much, incl&ing Greg, 
were prepared to face life and make a living in it. Re said that in this sense Lowen- 
stein was selfish and did n£t serve the interest of his young disciples. In criticising 
Lowenstein for this he npj^e^ed to be oblivious of the fact that this is precisely what 
Meagheir did to Greg, involved him, against his desires, in an obligation that 
deterred if it did not prevent his preparing for life and making a living. In this sense, 
and perhaps ^toger has some awareness of it and con t handle it, Sylvia has a responsi- 
bility for Greg's killing himself. 

Rogey in the next graf begins with a prejudicial lie about Sylvia's intentions be- 
cause she did not prepare for them when she could. Bhd was retired and had all the time in 
the world. She could have done as I did, make all the arrangements I wanted, ©r she could 
have done what I can * t , worked on getting them ready for deposit. The uses she desired for 
her records after her death is no tiling out of the usual and these matters are not jelevant 
in any way to what he next says, beginning with what he and Sylvia both knew, that Greg 
had no interest in the JiK assassination. What he does not say and vliat she and he both 
knew is that he had a dominating interest w£6h which she was frustrating by imposing the 
unwelcome obligation on him and that at the same time she was reducing if not eliminating 
his chance to complete his doctorate, tfby Sylvia did this awful thing we do not know but 
the responsibility is hers and hers alone and X think this deeply troubles At oger because 
of his great affection for her. It was irrational at bast, evil at worst, and in it, to 
jtse ^oger's own words, she betrayed him and their friendshuip and his trust in her* ffe then 
and I think since has been deeply troubled by this. M* attributes this to pressure from 
her relations but the fact is tliat she hud originally made the best possible arrangement, 
for Roger to haVe the role she behind his back and *ulthout oven mentioning it to him forced 
on the unwilling Greg, 

What then follows at the bottom of the first page is rubbish, what he says he hears 
from you and me about whatever he may mean by his 11 scholar-in-re si dance lr nonsense, ^hose 
who, if rjSy, have nay interest in her record#, will be whoever they may be. ^ou and 1 have 
no influence over that, Xf the intereo t is Ji£ squill groups of stuan^ts or a single student 
working on a thesis (or as earlier this week I had from two students doing nothing but a 
short paper, for which I took timej, these are interests that serve her intended purposes. 
H4. then goes into "the immediate and practical needs of present-day researchers and jourb 
nalistsM saying that this was her exclusive interest* Bull! If anyone had such an interest, 
especially a journalist , itoger and Greg would have known about it. He dreams that the 
press is l:nocl^ng on doors and being denied. This is false* f'e says she liad both interest 
yet in the absnee of one, which is everybody's fault except Sylvia's and his, the second 
is both worthless and what she didn t want. 

Hext at the top of page 2 he makes a silly argument, that whatever he may mean by 
"the circum3tiin<^3 ,, the "jpody of her work 1 may now be presented without tlu? due consideration 
whifcifch she had entrusted to" ^reg* If tills is a reference to his suicide, we had nothing to 
do with that and could not have prevented it, had no reason to know he was considering it, 
and I at least suggested a way out to him by asking Roger to do it for him. Id he is refer- 
ring to vlxa t ever he means being done by Hood rather thin by Greg, that would in every way 
be better for "the body of her work 11 and how it is presented because Greg had no interest 
and no knowledge. 

Before stopping for at Iftast a short while X note aihat I've never said before, but 
think I now should, I think tJmt Roger could have made an enormous difference if as soon 
as I told him, which was as coon as I suggested it to breg, that he let Greg know he was 
willing to assume the responsibilities for him that Sylvia had loaded onto him. If he had 
he'd have removed that pressure from (Sreg, who killed himself over his pressures. So, in 
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this sense, particularly because of hi* devytion to Sylvia, Hoger has some responsibility 
for wtot he vistualises as well as for u reg a suicide, idid maybe these are some of the 
things that drive him now, 

Ihia ia distrubing, in part because it is so dishonest and evil and i^kes trouble 
for the innocent and in part because it worries me afeut Roger's state of mind, so I 
continue' to get it off my mind as much as is possible, although I won't read and correct 
it immediately,

Three of the four matirs in his short next paragraph relate to no and maybe in his 
sick mind he imagines the fourth does also- First he "intends to complete the record of 
hr, Ueisberg's influence in this matter;" This means he is making one up because I've had 
none at all, "his inordinate curiosity about lira, Heagher’s sexuality" which by i-caelf 
ipeans nothing and in fact does not exist- I’ve never had or expressed any such interest, 
unless he had by some magic plumbed the inner recesses of my mind and discovered that 
long ago I had decided that she had no sexual inter edt at all. But even that means nothing, 

^e is a plain* out-and-out liar in this- *t does not exist and it does not exist in any 

oblique hint, either, ft is plain rotten of him, "(in addition to her personal views of 

him)" again related to my alleged "inordinate curiosity. This is another deliberate lie, 

I don't care what she thought of me and X could not have been more exploit than % was 
in telling him, including in writing, tliat I knew she had been influebe^ by her crediting 
a fabrication by ^arry Schiller in his rotten book "The Scavenegra; , believed she did not 
believe my explanation to her, and could detect the difference in her attitude toward me 
beginning then, I was explicit in spaing that X assumed she hnd things in her files that 
I would not like but that nothing anould interfere with tiiair being made available, X am 
sure I s*\id to him and probably to Stone that none of us have any right to censor the history 
of which tab are or have been part and that I have never censored any references to me tiiat 
I've received, have preserved them all so that others may read and understand them, and 
that we should all have tills ittitude, I know her views of t$y^ork because she harf written 

them to me afcfa whatever she oirne to believe is something I cm do nothing f&out and never 

expressed any interest at all in. If he is ever asked to substantiate this he'll resort to 
a lie and say I said iipecause it is in nothing I have ever written, to him or to anybody 
else, jith regard to her files or anyonr else’ a. 

The next and a long paragrpah says it refers to me to begin with but it does not in 
any way* Nor does it make out any case that if dreg did decide on the permanent deposit b 
being at Hood that breeches the intent of her will. His opinion, which is, of course, self- 
serving if unf actual* tliat ^reg could not make a wise decision on the deposit without word- 
for-word reading of her large col lection (for B5,G00 plus this xoa^or intrusion into his life 
and future) is without merit WhjF should any coltage administrator take a stranger’s word 
about the content and value other than the publicly-known value of any such records? 

What he next says about Stone's alleged" preference" is news to me, is not reflected 
in any conversation I had with Stone or in any communication, I think tliat this and tlie 
paragraph before it indicate he was motivated by learning that u reg had willed the records 
to Hood and he is making up a case against it, I know that Syli£ia lefts all of this to 
Greg's exclusive discretion because he left those pages of the will for Jerry and Jerry got 
them from Greg's sister and he read them to me, 

Uhether or not wliat he conjectures is the usual practise as I've told him and as others 
have experienced, a deposit is a lari^e university may often mean burying the papers forever, 

I cited my experience in roy uunsuccessful effort to have access to Edward Hpste^n’s deposit 
o^ years ago at Boston College, they have no idea of the content* they said* they have not 
once touched the boxes in which they'd received them, and I had no access. They could not 
tell mo if or when that situation would change, Scholars are better able to addreai the 
details than i but I think he is blowing smoke, *uid how could anyone promise to publish 
a catalogue and guarantee to make the investment in time and money required until tliat 
institution toe;/ what it thought to be the value of a deposit is? Not his word for it* 
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V^atover he mSy'iheair by the eonelutling words of the paragraph that begins at the bottom 
of page 2 and continues onto three, it is a deliberate lie. I did not attempr to "persuade” 
Stone that "he needn t be concerned;” about anything other than the one thing he mentioned 
to me, his word, "accessioning#" Hoger has known this all along# That is the one thing 
&reg told me he had to take care of and that I told him is the responsibility oft 
institution#! knew of nothing else that had to be done# *erftod! I assumed that she might 
have labelled some things confidential , and I told ^reg they could be removed easily, in 
the context of ^oger ging over the records, the suggestion ^reg said he liked# Roger 
liter told me that she had unpublished manuscripts of others, and X later wondered if he 
had some of his own work in mind# But such things are protected by common-law copyright 
to begin with and he also presumes wrongful intent on the part of^t&e recipient* It is a 
manufacture /lie to extend "accessioning" into what he has said, repeatedly, l NiWrything# ,< 

Whether or not it is the lack of interest he clearly had, it is a fact that Stone 
did not inventory her records* That is not ftjr responsibility, yours, Jerry's or Hoods. 

If it means anything# sugg aats that a college is neither interested in an inventory 
or willing or capable of making it# This is sieki not egomaniacal# But even with an 
inventory, unless it is p,ige-by~page, hou in the world could any dine tell whether something 
had been taken# And when koger knows, as he's been told, that nobody at all has touched the 
records in, X repeat, temporary storage, to suggest that Hood would or would permit thiwvery 
is slanderous* But if they are at Hood, as they are, and are given to Hood, as I've been 
told u reg did, how is this at all relevant? Would it steal from itself? 

j The long paragrpah on this page on the alleged "pattern of” my "behavior," is 

false and malicious* While it is true that I have been critical of some book&and their 
authors, x ca njt think of a single instance in which Roger also did not have and express 

i identical or lower opinions# Idflie is saying that I tliink that Sylvia's magnificent but 

d&ted and limited work is a "challenge," he is silly* I recommend her work all the time, 
as X do Hoffman's* x t also is a lie to say that her work is the only work I could not 
"impeach directly#" If I wanted to, on a basis of honesty X cool#, but has he forgotten 
Hoffman's? Or that Hoffman requested tliat I permit him to write tiie preface to Post Mortem? 

How many books are there on the JFK assassination that do not advance untenable 
theories or pretend non-existing^ solutions? I lust I like those works to satisfiy Roger! s 
sick mind? But the fact is that opposite of what he says# Hot that when called for X do 
not make criticisms iu id I’ll today stand on the accuracy of everyohe I've mdde* X also 
note that his is a general! statement without a single citation of any support. As a matter 
of fact there is not a single author of any of the works who x know and who has asked for 
help that I imve not given it* after ^roden and his coauthor, ^eter Model, stole my work 
in their trifling paperback X met and was not unfriendly with both, Oroden fairly often, 
and after to a large degree he and nivingstone did the same thing again X made no criticsm 
or complaint to either and as of last nigjrt I was continuing to heifcp them, when livings tone 
phoned me# Even the scoundrel Lifton got tfjhat he asked for. I i:me Lane free TV time* I 
helped T om ^ervBBx promote Epstein's book for Viking* I could go on and on. The fact in that 
by far most of the many writers of various media who have used my filtis without supervision 
for more that 2o years were known to me to be those 1 would not agreed with* Hpger knows 
this as does just about anyone of serious interest in the field .But if there were to be any 
kind of court proceeding* which l think there will not be, if he were to be put on the stand 
and asked to be specific on this andfehen asked his own opinion ho would be a laughingstock.

Neither is true and note that he does not even hint at any 
reason to believe it* Tliere is none, rfe i slows, as does or did £rreg, that I assumed she 
had things relating to me that I'd not like but that can J t changed and ought ^ot be 
suppressed or destroyed and tliat we all have to live witfi such things and can t be cen- 
sors of the history wdhave made our selves part of. I do not have the pr urien t~iat ere s t s 
he at t chutes to me, had no au^h beliefs about Sylvia, and even decli^nd to see or to 
accept such things when tliey were offered to me. These range from the unwise nasty pictures 
Mark Lane had taken of himself and women to the FBI's tape-recordings of narina Oswald's 
private and sexual conve 'nations with women friends, I have my redaction of the latter in 
writing, the offer from the FBI and my r^fusla, for stated reasons.

So , to him who 
knows all there is to know about everything, it is a deeply perverse repository" that "has 
nothing extraordinary to recommend it except that" I chose it as my repository. First of 
alt, the adademic record of *iood is extraordinary as its peers have said repeatedly and 
since when does on institution have to be in any sense "extraordinary" to be a good college 
or to give an ap:x|rpriate hoiae to scholarly deposits? 

The next graf on this page is rubbish and is not relevant to j£aytf)ing except his 
eruption of bile* He doesn't even know what "primary source material is" because the 
records that are available in the FBI's and Ola 1 a reading room are identical with my copies, 
neither being the originals, plus the fact that I have what is not in their reading rooms, 
what they were compelled to give me and did not deposit there and vdiat I added in several 
ways, first by assembled related records that arc not related in the reading rooms and 
by my a&iiing my own knowledge to them. 

He is running out of at: am and invective and slander by the penult, graf on this i>age, 

but if he is allying anything with any meaning it seems to be that Sylvia' s records deposited
